SELECTMEN'S REPORT - 1986 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all the taxpayers and Town Offi- 
cers for their cooperation during the past year. Selectmen hold regu- 
lar hours on Tuesday from 7 PM to 9 PM. Other times may be arranged 
by calling 239-4951 if these hours are not convenient. The Select- 
men's Office is now open Monday through Friday from 7:30 AM to 5 PM. 


We again call your attention to the numerous forms available in the 
Selectmen's Office to be used by the taxpayers for property taxation. 
The only form that is mailed out is the Inventory of Taxable Property. 
All other forms must be obtained at the Selectmen's Office. The law 
states that an Inventory Form must be filled in, signed and returned 
to the Selectmen's Office on or before April 15th. If an Inventory 
Form is not filed, there is no legal basis for the Board of Land and 
Tax Appeals or the Court to consider an application for abatement. 
Also a late return of the Inventory Form will be assessed a penalty. 


VETERAN'S EMEXPTION 


Permanent applications are available in the Selectmen's Office. We 
call to your attention that, if a person eligible for exemption 
changes his domicile, or a veteran's wife becomes a widow during the 
year, a new permanent application must be filed with the assessing 
ohiege Vor kk Re 


EXEMPTIONS FOR CERTAIN SELDERLY PEOPLE (C,. Ee P.:) 


These forms are for persons who qualify for reduction in their tax 
bills. These forms must be completed and in the Selectmen's Office 
on or before April 15, 1986. If there is no completed form on file, 
we cannot grant the Elderly Exemption. As of April 1, 1986, the 
three categories of exemptions are from ages 65 to 74, 75 to 79, and 
age 80 and over. It is your responsibility to complete a new exemp- 
tion form if you change categories. 


INTENT TO CUT TIMBER 
Every owner, including State, County or municipality or public agency, 
shall, prior to each cutting operation, file with the Selectmen a 
notice of intent to cut.

No owner of land shall be entitled to have a particular parcel of his 
land classified for any tax year under the provisions of this chapter 
unless he shall have applied to the assessing officials on the form 
approved by the Board and provided by the Tax Commission. 


PERMITS 


Any person, firm, corporation, municipality, public agency or insti- 
tution desiring to operate, maintain, offer for rent, lease or tenan- 
cy a site, lot, field, tract of ground for location of any new build- 
ing, trailer park, trailers or mobile homes or other similar convey- 
ance, or place of abode for shelter shall obtain a written operating 
permit from the Board of Selectmen. Where applicable, it would be 
necessary to have received and to show proof of having received 
approval for construction granted by the New Hampshire Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission for construction of any septic tank 
system before a building permit or permit to park a trailer or 

mobile home shall be issued. 


HOUSE TRAILERS 


Whenever a person moves a house trailer or mobile home into a city 

or town for the purpose of establishing a residence in said city. 

or town, or whenever a person purchases an existing house trailer or 
mobile home with the intent residing in the same at the existing 
location he shall within fifteen (15) days of placement of the trail- 
er register with the Assessors of the city or the Selectmen of the 
town where he shall reside. Whoever fails to comply with the provi- 
sions of this section shall be guilty of violation 72:7B (1973:152)

With the departure of our Town Manager and the resignation of two 
Selectmen, the town experienced a few unsettled moments. However, 
with the appointment of Joseph S. Dominick, Sr. and Leroy E. Austin, 
things have settled down and the town is running smoothly. Mrs. Irene 
A. Ethridge, our secretary for many years was named Administrative 
Assistant to the Selectmen, and her experience in the office is a 
definite asset to the Board as well as to the town. 

Our highway department budget was severly taxed this year due to 
the harshest winter in about fifteen years. 

The demand on all town services is increasing annually and of 
course we are not exempt from the insurance problems which are affect- 
ing all towns and cities. We have been relatively fortunate in being 
able to secure insurance, but the future does not hold too many 
promises. 

Our town hall has been neglected for many years and is in a severe 
state of disrepair. We are also faced with the mandate for handicapped 
accessiblity to our public buildings. 

On the brighter side, our town, for the first time, perhaps in 
history, has not been forced to borrow money this year. This is due 
to the change of fiscal year, semi-annual tax billing, as well as 
prudent management on the part of your town officers. 

We would like to thank the public as well as all town officals 
and department heads for their cooperation during the past year.

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EXTRACTS FROM MUNICIPAL BUDGET ACT - RSA 32 


32:4 AUTHORITY OF BUDGET COMMITTEE. In any town which has adopted the provisions of the municipal budget 
law, in addition to its other duties hereunder, the budget committee shall prepare a budget for any village district or 
precinct wholly within the boundaries of said town. The limitations upon town appropriations, provided by this chapter, 
shall apply to appropriations for said districts or precincts and the commisisoners of any such district or precinct shall 
be subject to the provisions of this chapter as other spending agencies of said town. In case of sudden and unexpected 
emergency the commissioners may apply to the Department of Revenue Administration for a certificate of emergency, 
as selectmen may do in the case of a town. 


32:5 PREPARATION OF BUDGETS. Selectmen, school boards, village district commissioners, all governmental 
officers, and department heads, including officers of such self sustaining departments as water, sewer, and electric 
departments shall prepare a statement of estimated expenses and receipts for the ensuing fiscal year and submit the 
same to the budget committee at such time as the budget committee shall fix. Department heads and other officers 
shall submit their departmental statements of estimated expenditures and receipts to their respective governing boards 
before submission thereof to the budget committee. All moneys appropriated by the town, school district or village 
district shall be stipulated in the budget on a '’gross”’ basis, showing revenues from all sources, including grants, gifts, 
bequests and bond issues, as offsetting revenues to appropriations affected. Upon receipt of the foregoing estimates 
of expenditures and receipts, the budget committee shall confer with selectmen, school boards, village district com- 
missioners, and other officers and departments relative to estimated costs, revenues anticipated, and services per- 
formed; and it shall be the duty of all such officers and other persons to furnish such pertinent information to the budget 
committee. The budget committee shall thereafter prepare budgets according to rules which shall be adopted by the 
commissioner of revenue administration, pursuant to RSA 541-A, relative to the required forms and information to be 
submitted for town expenditures, school district expenditures and village district expenditures. Such budget forms shall 
include a separate column which indicates the recommended budget of the selectmen, school board or village district 
commissioners. It shall hold at least one public hearing on each budget, not later than 25 days before each annual 
or special meeting, public notice, and time of which shall be given at least 7 days in advance {After the public hearing, 
the budget committee shall prepare and submit to the selectmen, at least 20 days before the annual town meeting, 
for them to post with the town warrant, 2 copies of the budget prepared for the town, and 2 copies of other special 
items for purposes not included within the budget but which were requested by the selectmen, or by petition, and 
which the committee does not wish to recommend, but upon which the voters at the town meeting are hereby entitled 
to vote. It shall likewise prepare and submit to the school board, or village district commissioners, at least 20 days 
before said annual meetings for posting by the school board or the village district commissioners with the warrants 
for their respective meetings, 2 copies of a school district or village district budget to be acted upon at the school 
village district annual meetings, and 2 copies of other special items for purposes not included within the budget but 
which were requested by the members of the school board or village district commissioners, or by petition, and which 
the committee does not wish to recommend, but upon which the voters at the school board or village district meeting 
are hereby entitled to vote. The budget committee shall not insert additional purposes of expenditures in any recom- 
mended budget at or after the public hearings required in this section, without first holding one or more public hearings 
on supplemental budget requests for town, school district or village district expenditures. 


32:8 LIMITATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. So long as the provisions of this chapter shall remain in force in any 
town the total amount appropriated at any annual meeting shall not exceed by more than ten percent the total amount 
specified in the budget for said meeting, and no appropriation shall be made for any purpose not included in said 
budget or in the warrant for the annual meeting. Money may be raised and appropriated for such items, but not to 
an amount which would increase the total appropriations, as recommended by the budget committee, by more than 
the ten percent allowed hereunder. The ten percent increase herein allowable above the total amount specified in 
the budget for said meeting shall be computed on the total amount recommended less that part of any appropriation 
item which constitutes fixed charges. Fixed charges shall include appropriations for: 

!. Bonds, and all interest and principal payments thereon; 

Il. Notes, except tax anticipation notes, and all interest and principal payments thereon; 

lll. Mandatory assessments imposed on towns, by the county, state or federal governments.

As part of our examination of the financial statements of 
the Town of Winchester, New Hampshire for the year ended June 30, 
1985, we made a study and evaluation of the Town's system of 
internal accounting control to the extent we considered necessary 
to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards, Under these standards, the purpose of such an 
evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance on the system of 
internal accounting control! in determining the nature, timing, 
and extent of other auditing procedures that are necessary for 
expressing an opinion on the financial statements and to assist 
the auditor in planning and performing his examination of the 
financial statements. 


The establishment and maintenance of a system of internal 
accounting control is an important responsibility of ,Town 
Officials. The objective of internal accounting control is to 
provide reasonable, but not absolute, assurancansas eeoustne 
safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthorized use or 
drsposittion ‘and’ "the reliability’ Sof financial \recor@ee re: 
preparing financial statements and maintaining accountability for 
assets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the 
evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and 
judgments by Town Officials 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in 
considering the potential effectiveness of any system.of internal 
accountings cositTrol . In the performance of most) control 
procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding vof 
instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness, or other 
personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. 
Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented intentionally 
either with respect to the execution and recording of 
transactions or with respect to the estimates and judgments 
required in the preparation of the financial statements. 
Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting 
control to future periods is subject to the risk that(\ the 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions 
and the degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 
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The study and evaluation previously described was made 
primarily for the purpose of performing an examination in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. It would 
not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system because it 
was based on selective tests of the accounting records and 
related data. 


A letter of this type is critical by nature. (We found many 
examples of good business management practices in our review of 
the Town's systems. We wish to express our appreciation for the 
cooperation we received from Town's Officials and employees.

COMMUNI TY DEVELOPMENT FUNDS: 


The Town of Winchester is currently involved with three 
separate community development projects. The original program 
was directly funded through the United States Department of 
Housing and Urban Development and is scheduled to be completed in 
late 1985. The subsequent two programs were awarded by the New 
Hampshire Office of State Planning under the revised federal 
guidelines of the United States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 


We conducted a federal compliance examination for the 
original program and reported several problems in our commentary 
letter. We are pleased to note that several of the problems 
previously noted have been corrected. We commend town officials 
for their prompt action in this regard. However, we continue to 
note that the program guidelines which required the placement of 
a lien on the various properties for a three year period had not 
been complied with at the date of our most recent examination. 
We urge the director to review the early projects for compliance 
to program guidelines. 


Our review of federal cash requests for the programs 
administered by the New Hampshire Office of State Planning 
disclosed several instances where cash was requested in excess of 
cash requirements as defined by federal regulations. It appears 
that the problem may be compounded by the delay in paying cash 
drawdown requests by the State of New Hampshire. The Program 
Director has experienced difficulty in properly planning his 
administrative funds cash flows to meet federal requirements 
because of the unpredictability of when drawdown requests will be 
paid by the State of New Hampshire. We recommend that the 
program director request a waiver from the federal cash 
requirements from the New Hampshire Office of State Planning 
should these delays in drawdowns continue in the future. 


PERSONNEL RECORD KEEPING SYSTEM: 


Although we noted a great improvement in the maintenance of 
personnel. files *by,,the Town Office we also )noetede thas 
documentation of employee salaries and pay rate authorizations 
were not maintained for all town employees. 


PURCHASE ORDER SYSTEM: 


In order to provide effective control over Town Funds and 
Departmental Budgets a purchase order system should be set up and 
utilized. Non-recurring expenditures by the Town office or 
department heads over a set dollar limit should require the use 
of a purchase order approved by the Board of Selectmen. Upon 
receipt of the goods or services, the invoices should be matched 
with a copy of the purchase order to verify the receipt of the 
goods or the service at the approved cost. 
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RESIDENT TAXES: 


The tax collector still has outstanding resident taxes going 
back to 1981. We urge the board of selectmen to consider the 
-abatement of resident tax amounts levied prior to 1984. The 
continued cost of attempting collection of these taxes and the 
remote probability of substantial collection of these funds 
suggest that abatement of resident taxes during the current year 
would be appropriate. 


WATER DEPARTMENT: 


Our examination of water department receipts disclosed 
several instances when deposits were not made for a period of ten 
days or more. While we understand that the amounts of funds may 
not be material, we believe it is imperative to adopt good 
business practices for all sectors of local government. 


We also noted that the Water Superintendent is responsible 
for the billing and collection of water fees which is a serious 
breakdown in internal accounting controls which require the 
separation of the billing and collection function. The problem 
is further compounded by the fact that the superintendent's wife 
is responsible for the record-keeping. We recommend that the 
billing and collection function be separated to maintain proper 
segregation of duties over water department receipts. 


HIGHWAY SAFETY GRANT: 


The Winchester, New Hampshire Police Department is the 
recipient of a Highway Safety Project Grant from the State of New 
Hampshire. The department is reimbursed for expenditures that 
pertain to the subject "Alcohol in Relation to Highway Safety". 
Reimbursements are made on a quarterly basis after the department 
submits a report detailing the progress being made as a result of 
the project. 


As of the date of our report the police department has not 
submitted a "request for reimbursement" for the quarter ending 
May 31, 1985. We recommend that in the future the report is filed 
in a more timely manor in order to insure the proper matching of 
revenues with expenditures.

OTHER: 


The recommendations on administrative and operational 
matters not directly related to internal accounting control, as 
listed below, were developed during the current examination and 
are not the result of a special study. 


REVENUE SHARING OOMPLIANCE: 


It is our understanding that the Town is in the process of 
implementing the plans that’ the handicap study committee 
developed. The purpose of the committee was to review the town's 
programs and activities for access to the handicapped. After the 
evaluation process, steps should be taken to implement the plan 
that the committee had developed within two years. 


COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT FUNDS: 


During the course of our examination of the Community 
Development Block Grant Project it came to our attention that the 
office is leasing copier equipment at the interest rate of 18.63% 
per annum under a lease purchase arrangement where at the end of 
the lease period the program will purchase the copier for a 
nominal sum, It has been our experience that most governmental 
units receive a much more favorable rate of interest. 
Furthermore, financial commitments which exceed twelve months 
require the two-thirds approval of the voters at town meeting 
under the. provision +ofe MSA+ 2337 In addit'fon, i ite aseetene 
understanding that the program did not receive permission to 
purchase the copier from the New Hampshire Office of State 
Planning as required by OMB Circular A-87. 


PRIOR RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following recommendations were made in a prior year and 
continue to be applicable for the current audit period: 


BUDGETS : 


We urge the local officials to review the adequacy of the 
police and highway budgets voted at town meeting. The Police 
Department overexpended its budget in each of the last four years 
and the Highway Department in three of the last four years. 


AMBULANCE SERVICES: 


In our prior commentary letter, we discussed the problem of 
non-payment for ambulance services, While greatly improved, we 
believe that this problem still existed in the current audit 
period, We estimate that as much as $ 6,600 of current billings 
remain unpaid, 
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lttiuGisshour vunderstanding ‘that the Town, Off icbals. are 
reviewing alternative collection procedures for ambulance 
billings. We urge that action be taken as soon as possible to 
improve the collection of outstanding ambulance fees. 


TRUST FUNDS: 


Last year we recommended that the trustees consider the 
transfer of the investment portfolio to a professional investment 
institution such as a trust department of a national bank. We 
understand that the Trustees have transferred these funds to a 
the Trust Department of a New Hampshire Bank as previously 
recommended, We want to commend the Trustees for their action. 


SEWER OPERATIONS DEBT SERVICE: 


Last year, we mentioned that the debt service for the sewer 
operations is currently being funded by real estate taxes and not 
sewer user fees. Therefore, property tax owners who are not 
connected up to the sewer system are required to pay debt service 
for those who do benefit by the sewer system. We urge the sewer 
commissioners and other town officials to consider the merits of 
funding debt service payments through sewer user charges. 


We vare**pheased-to* report tihat severeltof*toure/prior 
recommendations were implemented during the current year. Some 
of the improvements include improvements in the procedures used 
by department heads for submitting bills for payment, the 
inclusion of expenditures and estimated revenues to comply with 
the Municipal Budget Act and the continuation of improvements in 
local budgeting and purchasing procedures. 


OONCLUS ION: 


A commentary letter by its very nature might lead someone to 
a negative connotation regarding the town's financial operations 
and business practices. However, the purpose of this letter is 
to provide constructive recommendations for improvements.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Winchester, New Hampshire for the year ended June 30, 
1985, as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards 
and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances. 


As described more fully in Note 1, the general purpose 
financial statements referred to above do not include financial 
statements of the General Fixed Assets Account Group, which 
should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


As described in Note 1, the Town has recognized Generai Fund 
tax revenues which may not meet the revenue recognition 
requirements of generally accepted accounting principles (NCGA 
Interpretation 3), entitled "Revenue Recognition - Property 
Ta xies. It is impossible to determine the effect of this 
practice due to the timing of this engagement. Town officials 
believe, and we concur, that the application of this requirement 
which would result in a misleading understatement of undesignated 
fund balance at June 30, 1985 and presents a misleading 
impression of the Town’s ability to meet its current and future 
obligations. We concur with this decision. 


In our opinion, except that the omission of the financial 
statements described above in the second paragraph results in an 
incomplete presentation, these combined financial statements 
referred to above present fairly the financial position of the 
Town of Winchester, New Hampshire at June 30, 1985 and the 
results of operations and changes in financial position of its 
proprietary fund types for the year then ended, in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with the preceding period. 
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Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an 
opinion on the general purpose financial statements taken as a 
whole. The combining financial statements listed in the table of 
contents as supplemental schedules are presented for additional 
analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Winchester, New Hampshire. 
Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the examination of the general purpose financial 
statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements

Basis of Accounting

Retirement System 


Full-time members of the_- police department are 
participants in the New Hampshire Retirement System, 
which is a multi-employer defined benefit pension plan.

Accrued Vacation and Sick Leave

the financial statements. 
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Property Taxes 


The Town’s property tax was levied November lst on the 
assessed value listed as of the prior April lst for all 
real property located within the Town.

remaining unpaid.

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WINCHESTER POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL REPORT —- 1985 


1985 was a year during which our Department made noteworthy achievements especially 
in the area of violent adult crime. There was a dramatic decrease in the incidence 
of such crimes. 


Sadly, however, there was an increase in domestic violence which may reflect the sociological 
pressures of our time. Assaults on family members, alcoholism and drug abuse have 

been symptomatic of a growing problem for us. The breakdown of the family unit and 

the loss of parental controls are, in part, responsible for the emergence of a hard 

core of youthful offenders in our midst. These young people are involved in a continuing 
pattern of vandalism, abuse and lawbreaking. 


It is not something of which we can be proud . . that we rank third highest in domestic 
violence in Cheshire County. It is also something regrettable that we are having 
our problems with many young people, although our Town has no monopoly on it. 


Along with youth problems, the high incidence of domestic violence and related problems, 
we also saw a rise in motor vehicle related infractions, including D.W.I.. There are 
many repeat offenders still driving vehicles after revocation of license, involving 
innocent motorists in serious motor vehicle accidents. This defiance of law is something 
that demands our attention and is a serious drain on our time and resources. 


To meet the ever increasing demands on your Police Department, we have had to formulate 

the most effective kind of policy. One component of our plan is to step up the professional 
training of Police Officers to increase their effectiveness. We have reinforced an 

already effective program of training and we believe we can reduce the number of incidents 
both criminal and motor vehicle, through increased patrol in 1986. 


Along with increased domestic violence, youthful criminal activity and motor vehicle 
offenses, we have seen over the past year an increase in one of the cruelest forms 
of violence, crimes against the elderly. 


We have a large population of senior citizens in our community, people who have made 

their contributions to society and who are, in many cases, still working for our community's 
welfare. They deserve protection and security and your Police Department is determined 

to provide them. But this, like all of our work including time-consuming investigations, 

as well as, various apprehensions and arrests, demands better trained manpower with 

more time available to serve the Department. 


Our Police Officers are working hard. They are working with the highest degree of 
professionalism and dedication but are stretched thin. In order to be completely 
effective in the face of mounting unlawful or criminal activity, we must have sufficient 
manpower. To keep all of our Town patroled andcove-redat all times, demands personnel, 
well-trained personnel, professionally competent personnel. 


At present, we have two Full-Time Officers and a complement of some six or seven "Specials". 
This is not enough to meet the increasing demand on your Police Department. That demand 
also includes time for all of our Officers to make court appearances in connection 

with arrests. This is obligatory as well as desirable because it does little good 

to apprehend if we do not follow through effectively to see that lawbreakers are prosecuted. 
Again, it involves time and it involves our police personnel. 1985's activity has 

dictated that in our next Police Department Budget, we request three, rather than two 
Full-Time Officers. I believe this will help us to handle the constantly increasing 

demands on the Department. 
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I am very optimistic and "upbeat" about 1986. For example, we have a very professional 
and even-handed District Court Judge, who has shown more concern towards citizens 

who have been victims of crimes. Stiffer sentences have been given when warranted,how- 
ever, at the same time, when it is appropriate, he shows compassion as well for the per- 
petrator of crime when understanding and compassion are justified and will serve the 
goals of justice and law enforcement. 


I want to thank all the Citizens of our beautiful Town for their continuing supportive- 
ness. I want to thank our Selectmen, our very capable Administrative Assistant, who keeps 
things so efficient at Town Hall and all of our Town Boards and Departments for their 
cooperation and help. As an observer commented to me recently, "for the first time in 
years, we have a fine-tuned efficient Town Government." I, like you, want our Police 
Department to be a worthy component of that Government.

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WINCHESTER AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


During the year July 1, 1984 through June 30, 1985,our 
service responded to a record 276 calls. Of this total, 
17 were in Richmond and 41 were no transport, that is 
to stand-by at fires, patient refused transport, or 
patient was deceased. 


Once again our year was filled with training sessions, 
drills, recertification classes to keep our squad current 
and although we are now prepared for disasters, fortunately 
we didn't have any. 


New Hampshire standards for ambulance personnel are 
continually becoming more sophisticated, requiring more 
and more training. As the state makes it mandatory for us 
to have MAST trousers, EOA airways, IV's etc. it is of 
necessity going to require skilled dedicated people . 
Ultimately the patient will benefit as his chances in 
lite threatening situations for recovery will increase 
as the treatment starts at the scene rather than in the 
hospital. Your memorial gifts are making it possible for 
us to purchase the necessary equipment to make this care 
possible. 1986 should be a year of change--and for the 
better. 


Our membership is now at 19. Seven members are EMT's 
and the rest are Advanced First Aiders. All have received 
Special training in patient assessment, airway management 
and auto extracation. We are trying to have at least one 
Specialist for a training session each month such as 
on Alcohol Awareness, Child Abuse, etc. 


Once more, we are very grateful for the support we 
receive from the townspeople and the other emergency services 
who have always been very cooperative. It is to the credit 
of the whole town that the service has up to date equipment 
and well trained manpower. Our thanks to you all.

Winchester Sewer Department 
Fiscal Year Report 
Year Ending 1985 


Over the fiscal year eleven new connections were made to the sewer 
system. The average daily flow was 136,000 gallons, sending 59% of 
the design flow through the plant. The Biochemical Oxygen Demand 
removal increased to 94.7% average. The suspended solids removal av- 
erage also increased, to 94.3% this year. Overall, the plant is 
running more efficiently. 


The plant's International dump truck was sold to the Town of Wendell, 
Mass. for $18,000. They were the highest bidders. A new truck was 
ordered from Keat's, Inc. of Keene. They came in with the lowerst 
bid *of...$15, 931.73. fen theytruckywerhad specif ted. 


One plugged sewer main was encountered over the year. This occurred 
on Parker Street and was probably due to grease build-up. The block- 
age was quickly cleared by a jet truck and operator hired from the 
city of Keene. 


In June, the Superintendent and Sewer Commissioners flew to Maine 

to inspect a Sludge Concentrator for sale in Ellsworth. A price was 
agreed upon and arrangements were made for delivery. The Concentrator 
should be in operation by October.

This, the second full-year of operation for the Town's Community 
Development Office, has been its most productive. During this period 
the Community Development Office expended or commited all of the funds 
($365,000), primarily for housing rehabilitation, from the Town's first 
Community Development Block Grant in the Winchester Center area. A 
total of 43 housing units will have been assisted when completed. In 
addition, this grant covered the cost of repairs to the sidewalk on 
North Main Street and approximately half of the expense of the 
intersection improvements. 


The Town had been awarded a second community development grant for 
$325,904 in February 1984 by the NH Office of State Planning for 
housing renovations in the Elm Street area, improvements to the E.L.M. 
Community Center, and replacement of the pedestrian walkway on the Elm 
Street Bridge. Because of the flood during late May 1984, this grant 
was later amended to allow for the repairs of up to 20 flood damaged 
units anywhere in town. The Community Development Office initiated the 
second community development grant during the summer of 1984, 


The Community Development Office submitted a third request for 
community development funds in the statewide competition in the August 
1984, As a result, the Town was awared a $336,000 grant for its 
Ashuelot Village Housing Rehabilitation Project in November 1984. 

This project was initiated in the late spring of 1985. These funds 
will be used to renovate approximately 40 housing units in Ashuelot 
Village, repair about 1,200 feet of sidewalk along Main Street, 
Ashuelot, and continue improvements to the E.L.M. Community Center. 


In summary with the active involvement of an eight-member Community 


Development Citizen Advisory Committee and a full-time staff of four, 
the following was accomplished in the last year: 
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* Rehabilitation completed or initiated on 88 housing units 
including 20 flood-damaged dwellings. 


* Repairs and exterior painting of the E.L.M. Community 
Center. 
* Repair and installation of the sidewalk on North Main 


Street, Winchester Center. 


* Improvements to the Main Street/Elm Street/Richmond Road 
intersection. 


* Replacement of the Elm Street Bridge walkway (summer 1985) 


* Participation of approximately 35 homeowners in the special 
"Paint Winchester Bright" summer 1985 paint program. 


In the future the Community Development Citizen Advisory Committee 
hopes that the Town will be able to continue its important housing 
rehabilitation activities and also begin to address its need for 
economic and business development. During the summer the Community 
Development Office developed and submitted a proposal for a 
feasibility study grant to gather data and analyze local economic 
conditions which are affecting growth in Winchester. The NH Office of 
State Planning has since granted the Town's request and has awarded 
$15,000 for the Winchester Economic Revitalization Study.
